TUBERCULOSIS. 

Of  the  29  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  were  notified  during  the 
year,  in  15  patients  tuberculosis  disease  was  localised  in  the  lungs 
and  in  14  patients  elsewhere. 

42  patients  received  institutional  treatment  during  the  year 
of  whom  15  were  already  in  institutions  when  the  year  began,  13 
for  pulmonary  conditions  and  2 for  non-pulmonary  conditions.  Of 
the  27  admitted  during  the  year,  20  were  on  account  of  pulmonary 
and  7 on  account  of  non-pulmonary  conditions,  hive  patients 
•died  in  hospital  from  pulmonary  disease.  The  year  ended  with 
17  patients  under  treatment,  14  being  pulmonary  and  3 non- 
pulmonary. 

38  patients  were  X-rayed. 

The  number  of  persons  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  known  to 
'be  resident  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  42. 
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ORTHOPAEDIC  SERVICE. 

During  the  year  four  children  were  treated  in  the  Princess 
Margaret  Rose  Hospital,  and  216  examined  in  the  County  by  Mr. 
Cochrane. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES — PREVENTION  AND  TREATMENT. 

Nineteen  patients  were  treated  under  this  scheme  during 
the  year. 

DIABETES — PROVISION  FOR  MEDICINE  AND  TREATMENT. 

During  the  year  13  persons  received  supplies  of  insulin  free 
of  cost. 


MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  only  mental  services  provided  by  the  County  at  the  end 
of  1942  was  the  provision  of  mental  hospital  accommodation  at 
Melrose  for  certified  patients.  No  provision  is  made  or  contemplated 
in  connection  with  mental  disability  in  pre-certification  cases, 
either  by  way  of  co-ordination  of  existing  services,  by  child  guidance, 
or  by  out-patient  treatment  of  early  mental  and  functional  nervous 
disorders. 

During  the  year  15  rate-aided  patients  belonging  to  the  County 
of  Berwick  were  admitted  to  the  institution  ; 105  rate-aided  persons 
were  in  residence  at  the  end  of  the  year.  These  figures  are  exclusive 
of  private  patients.

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1938. 


The  number  of  persons  on  the  Blind  Roll  at  the  31st  December, 
1942,  was  28.  Four  new  cases  were  added  during  the  year,  and 
one  was  taken  off  the  roll. 

During  the  year  187  visits  were  paid  by  Miss  Campbell,  visitor 
of  the  Society  for  Teaching  the  Blind  in  their  own  homes,  and  in 
addition  55  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors.
